1.  This  is  a public  auction  sale  conducted  by  licensed  and  bonded  auctioneers.  The  principal  licensed  auc- 
tioneers are  Harvey  G.  Stack,  #522763  and  Norman  Stack,  #798113. 

2.  Each  bidder,  by  bidding  in  the  sale,  agrees  that  a 10%  BUYER’S  CHARGE  will  be  added  to  the 
"hammer  price”  or  winning  bid  of  each  lot  as  determined  by  the  auctioneer.  This  10%  BUYER’S

HERMAN  HALPERN 


Born  in  Brooklyn,  New  York,  in  1923,  Herman 
Halpern  was  the  last  of  the  six  children  of  poor 
immigrant  parents.  He  joined  the  United  States 
Navy  in  1943.  Always  willing  to  accept  a challenge, 
he  volunteered  for  deep  sea  diving  school.  He 
served  as  a salvage  diver  in  the  South  Pacific  until 
his  discharge  in  1946.  Upon  his  return  to  civilian 
life,  he  got  a job  as  manager  of  a bar  and  grill,  and 
subsequently  bought  a business  of  his  own.  He  al- 
ways went  through  the  change  in  the  till  each  day 
to  see  if  he  could  find  Indian  cents,  Buffalo  nickels, 
or  other  interesting  coins.  Little  did  he  know  that 
this  would  lead  him  to  a hobby  that  would  fascinate 
him  for  the  rest  of  his  life. 

Indian  cents  were  the  beginning.  He  started 
collecting  both  proofs  and  uncirculated  specimens,  as 
well  as  other  assorted  coins,  though  at  that  time  he 
collected  without  much  knowledge  or  consideration 
of  condition  or  rarity.  When  he  lost  his  business 
through  condemnation  in  the  area  which  was  to 
become  Lincoln  Center,  he  was  forced  to  sell  his  coin  collection  to  finance  a new  one.  At  that 
time  he  learned  that  higher  condition  coins  were  in  great  demand,  but  lower  grade  ones  were 
not.  He  vowed  then  that  if  he  were  able  to  start  collecting  again,  he  would  only  acquire  the 
finest  and  rarest  coins  available. 

He  first  came  to  Stack’s  in  1950,  becoming  friendly  with  Morton  and  J.B.,  the  beginning  of 
a relationship  with  the  firm  which  has  continued  for  nearly  four  decades.  With  their  help  and 
advice  he  began  his  collection  of  gold,  silver,  and  copper  coins.  True  to  his  word,  he  collected 
only  the  finest  and  rarest  pieces.  With  a very  discerning  eye,  he  assembled  one  of  the  finest 
type  sets  known. 

That  Herman  Halpern  is  a born  collector  is  evidenced  by  the  magnificent  collection  of 
Large  Cents  he  developed  over  a 25  year  period,  which  Stack’s  had  the  pleasure  of  selling  in 
March  1988.  The  sale,  because  of  its  extreme  high  quality,  and  impressive  pedigrees,  attracted 
collectors  from  all  over  the  country  and  established  many  record  prices. 

After  his  decision  to  market  his  Large  Cent  collection,  he  devoted  himself  to  enhancing  his 
extensive  collection  of  United  States  Gold  Coins  and  United  States  Paper  Money.  Earlier  this 
year,  he  decided  to  auction  his  gold  coins,  so  he  could  focus  his  efforts  on  his  specialized  U.S.

THE  RARE  AND  FAMOUS  1848  CAL.  QUARTER  EAGLE

1848  CAL.  Brilliant  Uncirculated  and  virtually  choice  in  both  strike  and  surfaces.  Prooflike 
fields,  frosty  devices.  Light  yellow  gold  with  touches  of  russet.  "CAL.”  punched  in  above  the 
eagle,  done  while  the  coin  remained  in  the  die.  Mintage  apparently  1,389  pieces,  struck  from 
the  first  shipment  of  ore  from  California  to  reach  the  Mint.  One  of  the  most  popular  rarities 
in  the  entire  gold  series  because  of  its  commemorative  status  as  well  as  its  historical  signifi- 
cance. Probably  only  a dozen  or  so  are  extant  in  Mint  State. 

All  of  the  "CAL.”  quarter  eagles  were  struck  from  the  business  strike  dies  of  1848  after  they  had  been 
lightly  refinished  by  mint  personnel.  All  show  the  die  line  slanting  up  to  the  left  from  the  left  base  of  the  1 
in  the  date;  all  also  show  the  defective  denticle  on  the  reverse  opposite  the  point  of  the  wing  at  right,  and 
also  the  rim  break  leading  to  that  denticle.  None  were  struck  from  the  Proof  dies  of  the  year,  and  none 
show  the  sharpness  at  the  centers  that  typifies  the  true  Proofs.  In  our  opinion,  the  three  coins  described  as 
"Proof’  in  the  1870  auction  catalogue  of  the  Longacre  estate  were  merely  very  nice  prooflike  "first  strikes." 
Even  if  Ed  Cogan  wrote  that  catalogue,  he  would  almost  certainly  have  been  deceived  by  such  prooflike 
business  strikes  (as  other  cataloguers  have  been  in  the  past  when  dealing  with  other  "deceptive  first  strikes” 
of  various  issues). 

The  background  of  the  "CAL.”  quarter  eagles  has  seldom  been  dealt  with;  specifically,  the  matter  of  how 
the  gold  got  to  the  Mint  and  what  became  of  it  there.  Richard  Yeoman  wrote  a lengthy  article  on  the  subject 
in  the  July,  1953  issue  of  The  Numismatist,  quoting  numerous  original  documents;  he  also  wove  an 
enjoyable  tale  of  the  California  end  of  the  business,  which  is  recommended  reading  for  anyone  considering 
the  purchase  of  a specimen.  A shorter  version  of  the  story,  apparently  unknown  to  him,  was  published  in 
1932  in  Lloyd  Lewis’  masterful  biography  "Sherman:  Fighting  Prophet,”  published  by  Harcourt,  Brace  & 
Co.  We  quote  from  pages  78-79: 

"One  day  in  the  spring  of  1848  Colonel  (R.B.)  Mason  called  Sherman  into  his  office  and  directed  his 
attention  to  some  yellow  rocks  on  the  table.  Near  by  stood  the  two  American  settlers  who  had  brought  them 
to  the  army  post. 

"What  is  that?”  Mason  asked. 

"Sherman  sent  for  an  ax,  beat  the  nugget  flat,  then  said.  It  is  pure  gold!’  Mason  handed  him  a letter. 
Captain  Sutter,  a landowner  at  Coloma  on  the  American  fork  of  the  Sacramento  River,  forty  miles  away, 
had  found  the  yellow  pebbles  while  digging  a race  for  a new  sawmill,  and  now  wanted  to  establish  rights 
to  a quarter -section.  Mason  told  Sherman  to  answer  the  letter,  advising  Sutter  that  California  was  still 
under  Mexican  law  and  would  be  until  the  new  owner,  the  United  States,  could  set  up  civil  government. 
Sutter  subsequently  lost  his  lands. 

"Mason  thought  little  of  the  gold  strike.  Such  tales  had  been  current  in  the  land  for  months,  but  by  the 
end  of  the  spring,  in  that  year  1848,  Sherman  had  become  convinced  that  there  must  be  something  behind 
the  increasing  number  of  rumors  that  drifted  down  from  Sutter’s.  He  urged  Mason  to  investigate.  The 
Government  at  Washington  should  have  a report.  Mason  gave  him  permission  to  visit  Sutter’s  and  soon 
Sherman  was  riding  among  four  thousand  excited  men  who  stooped  over  their  pans  in  the  stream,  gather- 
ing from  thirty  thousand  to  fifty  thousand  dollars’  worth  of  yellow  sand  a day.  He  saw  Mormons,  Mexicans, 
settlers  from  all  over  the  Western  slope,  rushing  in.  Hurrying  back  to  headquarters,  Sherman  urged  Mason 
to  send  a special  courier  to  Washington.  The  lieutenant  grasped  the  significance  of  a situation  that  to  the 
brain  of  an  old  army  man  meant  little  more  than  another  craze  of  the  populace.  Sherman  wrote  a report 
that  Mason  signed,  packed  three  thousand  dollars’  worth  of  gold  nuggets  in  a tea  caddy,  and  sent  the 
courier  on  his  way.  When  President  Polk  a little  later,  startled  the  world  with  his  announcement  of  the 
California  discovery,  it  was  Sherman’s  words  that  he  quoted,  and  when  the  great  men  of  the  nation  and  of 
foreign  embassies  came  to  the  government  desks  to  stare  at  the  specimens,  they  looked  at  rocks  that 
Sherman  had  collected.”

Walter  Breen  estimates  that  perhaps  9-10  specimens  may 
survive  today.  We  can  account  for  six  definitely  distinct  specimens: 

1)  Smithsonian  Institution,  ex  Mint  Collection. 

2)  A specimen  in  the  American  Numismatic  Society  Collection. 

3)  The  specimen  in  Kosoffs  sale  of  the  "Memorable”  Collection  in  1948,  lot  247,  probably  a 
reappearance  of  the  coin  offered  in  his  "World’s  Greatest  Collection”  Sale  in  1945. 

4)  The  specimen  in  our  Wolfson  Sale,  October  1962,  lot  286;  reappearing  in  our  Grant  Pierce 
Sale,  May  1965,  lot  1248.  Probably  from  our  Bell  Sale  in  December  1944,  lot  228.

Double  Eagle.  55  specimens  struck,  only  16  appearances. 


Since  the  books  were  written  some  years  ago  (1975-1982),  one  could  add  10%- 
15%  to  the  frequency  of  appearance  chart.  Of  course  this  is  merely  a guess.  Quite 
naturally  the  frequency  of  appearance  is  that  and  that  only;  perhaps  only  half 
are  different  specimens. 

The  coins  are  all  at  the  very  least  choice  and  more  than  likely  gems.  All 
exhibit  the  natural  cloudiness  that  is  indicative  of  a natural  and  uncleaned 
Proof.  These  coins  are  all  in  their  natural  state  and  as  an  original  set  should 
command  a bid  approaching  the  six-figure  mark.  4 pieces.

The  Panama -Pacific  Exposition  was  held  in  San  Francisco  from  February  20th 
to  December  4th,  1915,  in  celebration  of  the  construction  and  opening  of  the  Pana- 
ma Canal.  It  was  one  of  the  largest  expositions  ever  held  in  the  United  States  and 
attracted  world-wide  attention.  Forty -four  States,  United  States  Territories,  and 
thirty-six  foreign  nations  were  represented.  The  coins  struck  in  connection  with  the 
Exposition  are  among  the  most  interesting  of  United  States  Commemorative  issues. 

These  were  the  only  Fifty  Dollar  Gold  coins  to  be  issued  under  the  authority  of 
the  United  States  Government.  Approximately  1,500  sets  were  struck,  although 
only  484  sets  were  sold  at  the  Exposition.  The  balance  of  the  issue  was  remelted. 
We  doubt  if  more  than  half  of  those  sold  still  exist,  making  it  quite  rare.  This  is 
probably  the  most  popular  and  sought  after  set  of  coins  on  the  market  today.  These 
sets  were  originally  sold  for  $200.00  back  in  1915,  and  have  steadily  increased  in 
value.
